Wilson Draws 
First Number of

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.~-The 
drawing of order num bers for the 
thirteen m ilto n draft registrants 
enrolled Sept. 12 was started to­ 
day by President l^napn. 
Blindfolded, the president put 
his hand into the gifeat glass lot­ 
tery howl and drew out one of 
17,000 capsules. It contained slip 
No. 322, th u s giving to men hold­ 
ing that serial ^number first place 
in their respective classes after 
registrants already classified un­ 
der previous registrations. 
The num ber was low enough to 
touch the list of every local draft 
board in the country except one 
or two of the very smallest. 
Vice-President Marshall 
drew 
the second number an d was fol­ 
lowed by sixteen o th e r notables 
who had been invited to particip­ 
ate in th e 
formal ceremony of 
opening th e drawing. 
When It 
was over, officers 
and enlisted 
men of th e army, assisted by a 
corps of tellers settled down to 
the task of emptying 
the bowl. 
Two thousand numbers had been 
drawn and recorded

has not felt a t liberty to m ak e any 
suggestions to its co-bei!igerents 
a t this stage, which is regarded 
a s purely m ilitary. 
It fa believed 
however, th a t in the final ad ju st­ 
ment of th e Important political 
questions involved in the condi­ 
tions to be imposed on Bulgaria 
a t the conclusion of the w ar the 
United States will be invited to 
discuss this subject with th e en­ 
tente allies a t the peace council. 
It was stated today th a t in in­ 
structions had been given to any 
American diplomatic representa­ 
tives in the 
Balkans to extend 
good offices of the United States 
to Bulgaria or the allies. 
In no­ 
tifying the sta te department that 
his government had requested an 
armistice, Stephen Pararetoff, the 
Bulgarian minister here undoubt­

PRESID EN T CANNOT 
COME TO CAPITAL 


GPR ING FI ELD, III., Sept. 30. 
President Wilson in a letter to 
Governor Lowden today announc­ 
ed it would be impossible for Mrs. 
Wilson and himself, much to their 
regret, to be present at the un­ 
veiling of the Lincoln statue here 
October 5, 
“ Every consideration disposes 
u s to accept most -of all our deep 
personal interest, but apparently 
I am bound h and and foot by im­ 
perative duties, which 
I should 
wholly dishonor Lincoln's mom- 
orv by neglecting.” 
The letter declares “at any rate 
a t present th is seams to be the 
situation, and we can only beg 
th a t you will accept our assur­ 
an ce of genuine regret.” 


~ Viewing the situation in all Its 
aspects— the success of the great 
offensive in Belgium and France; 
the blotting out of the war zone 
in the Balkans; the cutting off of 
the Turks from intercourse with 
Germany and Austria-Hungary ex­ 
cept by the long route thru the 
Caucasus and southern Russia and 
the steady gains th a t are being 
made by the allies in making Rus­ 
sia once more 
a facto? 
in the 
struggle— the darkest days of the 
war seemingly are faced by the 
Austro-Germans. 
* 
On all the sectors under attack 
from Belgian Flanders to the re­ 
gion of Verdun the German front 
is gradually bending back under 
the violence of the attacks of the 
British, Americans. 
French and 
Belgians. In Belgium the advance 
of the troops of King Albert and 
of Field Marshal Haig have pierc­ 
ed so deeply eastw ard that Ger­ 
many's submarine bases on the 
North sea are in jeopardy thru the 
impending cutting of the lines of 
communication behind them. The 
famous Messines-Wy tach acle ridge 
has been captured and the allied 
guns dominate the plains beyond. 
Both Meuln and Roulcrs, irn- 
nortant railroad lunet Ion points 
for the supply of 
the German 
armies north and south are vir­ 
tually in the hands of the British 
and Belgians and seemingly soon 
must fall. 


From Carabral to Ft- Quentin

burg line has been cut and pene­ 
trated to a depth o f thr*3« miles 
ever a front of eight miles 
In conjunction with the opera­ 
tions of the French northeast of 
Soissons tho Germans have begun 
the evacuation of the Chemin des 
Dames and the French now hold 
half of this famous defensive po­ 
sition. 
Likewise there is an indi­ 
cation that the enemy intends to 
give up the remaining positions 
held by him along the Vesle to 
Rheims.

American prisoners of w a r found 
in possession of shotguns today 
gave notice th a t if G erm any car­ 
ried out any such threat suitable 
reprisals will be taken. 
The a rtic le -of The H agu e con­ 
vention on which Germany based 
its protest was 
that forbidding 
the employment of ‘‘a m a , pro­ 
jectiles. or materials 
calculated 
to cause unnecessary suffering.” 
Officials said 
this is directed 
not against efficiency in killing, 
wounding or injuring b u t against 
cruelty 
and 
terrorism. 
Within 
such prohibitory 
category, they 
said, falls 
chlorine 
gas, flam- 
menwerfers or saw tooth bayon­ 
ets used by 
the Germans. 
The 
shotgun, it was contended, is ex­ 
actly analogia to shrapnel shells 
discharging a multitude of small 
bullets or a machine gun discharg­ 
ing a spray of pointed bullets. 
Officials said that nine bullets 
are used in each cartridge in the 
shotguns and that 
the only in­ 
stance w-here a shotgun projectile 
causes more injury to one enemy 
soldier than would a hit by a rifle 
bullet 
are instances w here 
the 
enemy soldier bas approached so 
close to the shooter th a t he is 
struck by m ore than one bullet. 
This, like th e effect of th e dis­ 
persing of bullets from a shrap­ 
nel shell, it was argued, is per­ 
missible either in 
behalf of the 
greater effectiveness as an un­ 
avoidable incident of th© use of 
small scattering 
projectiles for 
the necessary purpose of increas­ 
ing the likelihood of killing a 
number of enemies. 
Shotguns Very E ffective 
So far as is known here, shot­ 
guns 
have 
been 
employed 
by 
American troops in F ran ce only 
in police w ork 
and in repelling 
trench raids. 
Officers say they 
have been very effective in meet­ 
ing enemy attacks 
beeausd they 
furnish scattering fire 
Bat point 
blank range and the roar of them 
alone is very hard on th e morale 
of the troops against whom they 
are used. 
There is a possibility 
it was said, that shotguns have 
been used in mopping up captur­ 
ed trenches, but they have not 
been extensively distributed to the 
troops abroad nor do they sup­ 
plant any other 
weapon. 
They 
are viewed by some officers- aa an 
answer to the German gas gren­ 
ades and flame throwers use of 
which is specifically forbidden by 
the generally recognized rules of 
warfare; 
Secretary Lansing’s reply made 
public today declares that the use 
of shotguns is sanctioned by The 
Hague conventions and

FROM A FRENCH SOLDIER 


JUSTICE DUNNE’S SON 
DIES IN FRANCE 


Among patriotic UHnoians who 
today mourn th e loss of sons who 
have fallen at the war front is 
Justice Dunne, who has been at 
th* war front for a number of 
weeks past. 
Only recently .Ju s­ 
tice Dunne received a letter from 
his son in which the writer 
jov 
ously stated th a t the order had 
ju s t been given that would make 
it possible for him to get into 
trench w arfare. 


Last winter, in preparing com­ 
fort kits for soldiers across the 
seas, in addition to the usual a r ­ 
ticles for use, a lady enclosed a 
mounted photog;aph of a beauti­ 
ful boy two years old, saluting 
the flag, stating th et “the parents 
of the child were loyal citizens, 
grateful to the soldiers defending 
our flag.’’ 
No response came to the ad­ 
dress given, until recently a lefter 
from a young French soldier d a t­ 
ed August 16th, 1918, was receiv­ 
ed. 
Apologizing for his incorrect 
use of English, as having only 
been learned at school years ago, 
he expressed his thanks for the 
package just received, and said: 
“ The photograph of your dear 
little child is in hands of a good 
comrade. 
He was saluting the 
glorious flag, but now' he is stand­ 
ing before Germans and he looks 
their terrible bombardments and 
gas. 
Terrible war! 
But I am

TALKS 
ABOUT BAD STREETS 


S tricter Rule 
to 
be 
Followed 
About 
Pavem ent 
Openings— 
Light C om pany {Jets Criticism 
for Paving Delays. 


The Jacksonville Railway an d 
Light Co. came in for consider­ 
able criticism a t the meeting of 
th e city council Monday morning. 
It 
was charged by the council 
n the course of th e session th a t 
th e company h a s been careless 
in the m atter of opening stre e t 
pavements and failing to properly 
repair them and furthermore, th a t 
th e company has delayed unnec­ 
essarily in the m atter of street 
paving. 
“ East State stree t,’’ said M ayor 
Rodgers, “ particularly 
between 
Brown street 
and the railroad 
track is in disgraceful shape and 
it is a crime to have such a thoro- 
. 
When it was agreed to p e r­ 
m it the railway company to in­ 
crease prices for service w ithout 
protest it was agreed by the com ­ 
pany that objections to street pav­ 
ing would be w ithdraw n and th a t 
the work would be pushed. T h ere 
has been one delay after a no ther 
nd now the city faces the strong 
probability of going thru an other 
w inter with East State street in 
alm ost an impassable condition.’’ 
Company B as Played “ Horse.” 
Mr. W iamayer 
declared th a t 
the company had “ played h o rse” 
with the council and after secur­ 
ing all concessions desired, by a 
gam e of waiting had put the coun­ 
cil in a bad position by leaving 
improvements undone. 
The com ­ 
missioner said furth er that not 
a single street th a t the company 
had started to pave had ever been 
finished and he said that while 
it was not possible to 
get the nose brick needed for th e 
W est State street pavement, th a t 
if th e company had really desired 
to get these brick that the con­ 
dition could have been anticipated 
and the order placed more th a n a 
year ago. 
All this discussion came abo u t 
when Commissioner White m ade 
complaint about the carelessness 
w ith reference to the opening of 
pavements and streets. 
It w as 
brought out by 
Mayor Rodgers 
th a t In some instances referred to 
th e company had 
paid the fee 
specified by ordinance 
and th e 
money was on hand to make, the 
replacement 
of 
pavement 
and 
foundation. 
Mr. W hite’s charge 
was that in one Instance w here a 
perm it had been issued to open 
the street, that five or six open­ 
ings had been m ade on the one 
permit. 
Commissioner Martin express­ 
ed the view th a t if a fire tru c k 
should get into th e unpaved space 
between the rails on West S tate 
street and be damaged that th ere 
would be a just basis for a suit 
against the 
railway 
company. 
However the m ayor p d commis­ 
sioners frankly acknowledged th a t 
they “didn’t know 
what 
they 
could do about it” so far as forc­ 
ing the paving work this fall for 
there is an acknowledged sh o rt­ 
age of workers aud material. 
W ater from Morgan Lake. 


Mr. Vasconcellos reported th a t 
w ater supply was such that it was 
now’ necessary to draw from M or­ 
gan lake. 
He mentioned too th a t 
his department 
was 
greatly in 
need of some new bulbs and could 
not give any better street lighting 
service until money was forthcom ­ 
ing from some source to purchase 
these supplies. Mr. Widmayer said 
th a t the city did not need bulbs 
any more than *t did some o th er 
supplies and that' there were no 
funds available for any purchases 
at the present time. 
Mr. White in making his com ­ 
plaint about th e opening of the 
streets, said he had 
no special 
quarrel with 
the 
Railway and 
Light company but that a stricter 
observance of the law should be 
required. 
He was complimented 
by Mayor Rodgers on the work he 
had done with two or three men 
in the paving repair at the corner 
of P ’airie street and West College 
avenue. 
The commissioner said 
lf he could secure four or five 
men he could do a large am ount 
of repair work aud put the strqeta 
in fair condition for the winter. 
City Sells Hogs. 


Mr. Martin reported the sale of 
some hogs which had been fed 
from the garbage department, th e 
profit being $371. 
The commis­ 


sioner explained that the plan fol­ 
lowed was by agreement w ith Ben­ 
jamin Reesq. who purchased the 
hogs and agreed to stand any loss 
by disease an d give the city three 
fifths of th e profits. 
Following some 
reference by 
Mr. W idm ayer to Mavor Rodgers’ 
candidacy fo r the legislature Mr. 
White said he” didn’t believe the 
mayor w anted to be elected or he 
would authorize the expenditure 
of money fo r light bulbs in the 
first ward. 
“That has nothing to 
do with th e case,” said th e mayor. 
“I would be glad to have these 
supplies purchased if the city had 
the money. 
So far as my can­ 
didacy is concerned, if th e people 
want me to serve in the legisla­ 
ture I shall be glad Indeed to have 
their support, but I am not en­ 
deavoring to shape city affairs in 
any special way to get votes.” 
Mayor Rodgers said he had re­ 
ceived the resignation of Dr. C. E. 
Black, m em ber 
of the 
library 
board, before he left for service 
abroad, and he named W . B. Rog­ 
ers as successor. 
The m ayor stat­ 
ed that W. A .-Fay, another mem­ 
ber of th e library board, was in 
the arm y service and he named 
W. L. F ay to fill out th e unex­ 
pired term . 
Both appointments 
were confirmed. The council then 
adjourned.

Many friends here heard wit Ii 
re g re t of the death of Lieutenant 
E lm er T. Doocy of Pittsfield, who 
w as killed in action In France 
on September 12. 
Word was r e ­ 
ceived from Pittsfield Sunday ev­ 
erting. 
Lieutenant Doocy 
was

know n here where he resided for 
a short time, the fa Tinily home 
being 
on 
W estm inster 
street. 
Lieutenant Doocy was well known 
as an athlete. 
H e played foot­ 
ball here as a m em ber of 
the 
Pittsfield Kigh 
school 
football 
team and later as a member of 
th e team of W esleyan University 
against 
Illinois 
college. 
Ile 
graduated in law from Wesleyan 
a n d was engaged in the prac­ 
tice of his profression with 
his 
fa th e r in Pittsfield when war wa* 
declared. 
He entered an officers’ 
training camp and was recently 
promoted to a first lieutenancy.

“ Lieutenant E lm er T. Doocy of 
Pittsfield, 111-, was one of the 17 
American soldiers reported as re ­ 
ceiving the distinguished service 
cross for heroism on the cattle 
field In General Pershing’s com­ 
munique tonight. 
In 
reporting 
th e award to Lieut, Doocy, Gen. 
Pershing made the following ci­ 
tation. 
“ Second Lieut. Elm er T._Poocy, 
infantry, Pittsfield, 111., for 
r e ­ 
peated acts of extraordinary hero­ 
ism in action near Suippe3, n orth­ 
east 
of 
Chalon - Sui- - Marnes, 
France, July 14 and 15, and near 
Bergy, 
northeast 
of 
Chateau 
Thierry, France, July 18, 30 and 
31. 
After being severely wound­ 
ed, with utter disregard to 
his 
own safety and comfort, he r e ­ 
mained on duty with his platoon 
under heavy fire of gas and high 
explosive shells. 
Again on Hill 
212, near Sergy, he led his p la ­ 
toon and that of another wound­ 
ed officer forward into a machine 
nest under heavy fire, capturing

First, as a Rookie, the Infantry 
man goes thru about the severest 
training of any branch of the 
service. 
T h?n when he Is thru 
with the training, and is what is 
rated as a “ Soldier, first class,” 
he still has to keep on w ith his 
drills, and has about 4 or 5 hours 
a day of ‘hnarchlng, rifle drills, 
bayonet exercises, etc. 
He goes 
to France and then bd goes Into 
the trenches and must there repel 
attacks, etc. 
If he has special 
training as a m achine gunner he 
is put to work w ith a gun. 
If 
he has the special training of a 
Bom ber he is put to work as a 
bomber and leads the attack.s, has 
a hand in various'raldlng parties, 
etc, 
lf lie Is a good shot, he Is 
sent out In no-m an’s land and 
there from som e convenient cover, 
he snipes at the enemy. 


The ordinary riflem an or infan­ 
trym an stays in the trenches. Dur­ 
ing the day all he does is sentry 
go, perhaps an individual’s turn 
may come around for one sentry 
go during the day in 3 tim es in 
the trenches. 
During the night.* 
the infantrym an 
is 
either 
on 
som e ration party, am m unition 
party or working party. 
The ra ­ 
tion and am m unition parties go 
out of the trenches at a certain 
tim e each night and bring hack 
rations and am m unition from the 
dum p where the transport leaves 
it In charge of some officer or non­ 
commissioned officer of the Q uar­ 
term aster’s Corps. 
The working 


party rem ains in the trenchoc and 
repairs broken barb w lra im me­ 
diately in fro n t ot th e ir m u c h e s, 
fills sandbags Cor new parapets 
for their trenches and repairs the 
trenches them selves if any part 
of them was blown In during the 
day. After his stay In the trenches 
the infantrym an bas to m arch to 
his rest bllleta or lf too far behind 
the lines, he Is placed with 40 or 
.*10 others in a small freight car 
and so sent down to his rest.

During 1917 and the eatly part 
of this year when I was w ith the 
array in F rance, the stays in the 
trenches w ere 4 days in the fire 
trench, 4 days in reserve and 4 
days out, th en all over again. The 
division used to go for a long rest^ 
(tw o weeks) 
about 
every six 
weeks. 
T hat Is, we would be in 
*a position six weeks, then go out 
for a rest for two weeks, then go 
to some new position. 
W hen the 
infantrym an (in the British arm y) 
comes out fo r 
a rest, the first 
thing he does is get the Mud off 
his clothes and equipm entm nd af­ 
te r that his rifle, then hji Tests. 
W hile he is o u t for a restate also 
drills, (just so he will not forget 
how ) and does th e usual fatigues, 
(working p a rtie s). 
On his long 
rests, he gets manoeuvers and all 
other kinds of drills, lectures, etc. 
I do not know how the doughboy 
in the Am erican army fares, but 
if it’s anything like the Tom m y In 
the British arm y he has a tough 
tim e of it. 
During 1914 and the early part 
of 1915 when the British did not 
have very m any men in France, 
they had th eir m en In the trenches 
as long as 20 days at a tim e w ith­ 
out a rest. T h ere was one division 
th a t was in action (In th « firing 
and reserve trenches) for 34 days 
without a rest. I did not see them 
when they cam e out, but I can 
im agine w hat they 
looked like. 
A fter they 
g o t more 
m en 
In 
France the stay s in the trenches 
became sh o rter until it was estab­ 
lished as 4 days in, 4 days reserve 
and 4 days’ re st for six weeks or 
so, then a long rest.

D uring an attack I t J Infantry­ 
m an goes over In w hat is known 
as fighting order, 
th a t Is w ith 
nothing but the clothes that h e 
w ears, and 
braces, am m unition 
pouches, rifle, bayonet, entrench­ 
ing tools, w ater bottle, haversack 
am m unition and Iron ration. T he 
iron ration is carried in his haver­ 
sack and the w ater bottle is sup­ 
posed to be filled 
with fresh 
water. 


T he iron ration is composed of 
large biscuits, one pound tin 
of tinned corn beef, some tea and 
sugar 
and 
bouillon 
cubes. 
T hat is carried by every one in 
the arm y. Issued to them just a s 
soon as they arrive in France or 
at any other of the fronts. 
The 
Iron ration is not supposed to be 
touched unless one is in a place 
where no food 
is available and 
then only If one has had no food 
for 36 hours. 
Sometim es there are items In 
the newspapers describing the ad­ 
venture of some m an, who was 
wounded and who had to lie out 
betw’een the lines for 6 or 7 days 
and lived 
from th e ratibns he 
found on the dead th a t were lying 
in his vicinity. 
T hose are th e 
iron rations. 
As a general rule 
every man carries them and car­ 
ries out the 
orders concerning 
them . 
F o r some reason or other the 
Infantrym an who does the m ost 
fighting ,Is the poorest paid sol­ 
dier in an army. 
In the B ritish 
arm y up to Oct. 1917 th e infantry­ 
man received I shilling a day, 
(24c). 
Last O ctober It, was rais­ 
ed to I shilling and six pence 
(36 cents). 
During th e time the 
Infantrym an who w as in the tren­ 
ches nearly all the tim e receiv­ 
ed 24 cents a day. artillery men 
who w ere seldom in the trenches 
received 44 cents, engineers 62 
cents. Medical 
corps 36 cents, 
m otor 
transport 
$1,46, 
horse 
transport 62 cents, etc, etc. Now 
with his raise the infantrym an Is 
still th e poorest paid soldier al­ 
tho he does the fighting. 


Before th e pranks w e re invent­ 
ed and before the B ritis h had 
their full supply of a rtille ry an at­ 
tack m e a n t that quito a few of 
the Infantrym en 
w o u ld 
never 
come back . 
Having v e ry little 
artillery th e barb w ire was pot 
broken in many places in front 
of the G erm an trenches, th e ma­ 
chine gun emplacements wrere not 
knocked o u t, and the tre n c h e s not 
smased u p enough, so th a t when 
the In fan try went over th e Ger­ 
mans' trenches, 
w ire and ma­ 
chine g u n 
em placem ents 
were 
nearly in ta c t, the G erm ans were 
either abl© to beat off th e attack 
with heavy losses to th© iBrltish 
or Inflicted heavy 
lo sse s before 
they w ere driven 
o u t of their 
trenches, 
In either case th e Brit­ 
ish lost heavily and 90 p er cent 
of the casualties 
w ere infantry 
men. 
Since th e tanks a rriv e d on the 
scene a n d the 
B ritish have as 
much a rtille ry as th e y need, a 
new system of attack is in force. 
The a rtille ry In their preparatory 
fire break 
up the 
w ire pretty 
thoroly. 
W hat they d o n ’t do in 
that line and smashing up tren­ 
ches and machine gu n emplace­ 
ments, th e tanks fin ish shortly 
after. F ifte e n minutes before the 
time set fo r the in fa n try to ad­ 
vance a rriv e s, the ta n k s set out 
for the G erm an trenches and they 
play havoc with anything the ar­ 
tillery h a s left whole. 
T hen the 
infantry comes. 
F irst th e front 
wave, in extended o rd e r walking 
across n o m an’s 
land, then the 
second w av e 3 minutes la te r, then 
the th ird s wave 3 m in u te s atter 
the second. 
Objectives a re taken 
and m ore ground g ain ed . 
Now 
the Infan try does not lose so many 
men in casualties, they^ are far 
better protected. A ltho'"our boys 
are su p erio r to the G erm ans in 
man to m a n fighting, th e y cannot 
stand a n artillery a tta c k when 
they have none to su p p o rt them. 
Now th at th ey have, th e re are not 
so many losses. 


It's up to the in fa n try to go 
over the ground. 
I f s th e y that 
have to ta k e It. Altho th© artill­ 
ery and ta n k s elim inate 70 per 
cent of th e enemy, th e o th e r 30 
per cent a re still th e re in funk 
holes, dug-outs, 
co ncrete 
pill­ 
boxes, e tc ., and Its th e Infantry 
that has to rout them o u t of It, 
so the m ajo rity of the c re d it for 
driving th e Germans b a c k belongs 
to them. 
T hey deserve It too, be­ 
cause they do the w ork a n d take 
all the ris k . 
As soon a s they get 
Into the G erm an trenches and any 
Germans a re in sight, th e y are 
right onto them, clean th e m up, 
then go th r u the d u g -o u ts and 
rout out th e Germans in them . Its 
lot so e a sy as it sounds. 
There 
.8 danger in 
every 
n o o k and 
crevice of th\fse trenches. 
Until 
a German is absolutely cornered, 
where he 
cannot do a n y more 
damage, h e will fight, h u t just as 
soon as he sees he Is In a n y dan­ 
ger of g e ttin g a bayonet In to him 
he will th ro w up his h a n d s and 
surrender. 
Even after h e has sur­ 
rendered lf he is given a n y chance 
he will a tta c k his captor unexpect­ 
edly. 
The infwntryman Is necessary, 
someone m u st do that w o rk . Per­ 
sonally I w ould not care anything 
about it. b u t I must sa y th at if 
is any b ra n c h of the a rm y that 
there is a n y ^branch of th e army 
that deserves lots of c re d it and 
gets very' little it Is the infantry. 
This tim e I mike n o appeal. 
By now y o u should h av e bought 
your L iberty Bonds.

It is estimated that they 
have saved the 
treasury

In this dictrict ther are seven­ 
teen national shell factories. Pa­ 
triotic engineers organized them

are operated so skill­ 
fully and efficiently, that, despite 
a steadily increasing cost of ma* 
terial and labor, tho price

paid for shells has been reduced 
by one half, and in some 
cases

The buildings

The Flavor Lasts 


Wish I could 
write you one* 
and all separately, I have 
had 
such splendid letters from Edna 
and G. B., and one from Harriet 
today, but just haven’t the time 
to write to each one as m uch as 
I would like to. 
Well, I have forgotten where 
I left off in my last to G. B., but 
here goes. 
W e were on the front 
more than 
two months m aking 
j history for the whole world, dur- 
I ing that tim e I had some varied 
and wonderful experiences. 
I am 
attached to the 3rd Div. Regular 
army and have 
seen about all 
there was to see in modem war­ 
fare. 
I think I wrote G. B. som e of 
the happenings from July 14 to 
21, about the most horrible you 
can imagine; all our trucks and 
eamouetts (Y. M. C. A.) w ere us­ 
ed to carry the wounded and gass­ 
ed from the lines to the evacua­ 
tion hospital, for a whole week 
it was next to impossible to get 
any sleep. 
W e served hot choco­ 
late and cakes right on the front 
lines, and lf you could have seen 
the look of gratitude on our pool 
boys’ faces you would know that 
we were w ell paid for our ser­ 
vices. 
So m any are so young like 
my own blessed boy, but grit thru 
and thru. 
Wish I could write you som e of 
their stories and they tell m e so 
many; they call me “dad” and my 
constant prayer is that I m ay be 
in reality a real father to them . 
I get the very best treatment, 
plenty to eat and plenty to wear. 
While on the front I always slept 
in my rollup, hob-nails for a pil­ 
low. 
Usually my canteen w as in 
j a stone billet, three weeks in a 
hen-house, in a ir kinds of shell 
torn buildings, always of stone, 
in dugouts o f all descriptions. 
We were not allowed to have 
any gatherings on the front, and 
about all we could do was to get 
them something to eat, drink and 
smoke, and help with the w ound­ 
ed. 
Most of the time my job was 
making hot chocolate and serving 
it .and so glad that I am so well 
and able to do it; very seldom 
saw any of the other Y sec’s, only 
the truck driver who brought me 
supplies. 
This was 
one time 
I had a 
chance to do something that real­ 
ly counted. 
A very few tim es we 
sang and had prayer. 
Imagine 
Pink leading a religious service 
on the front . The boys appre­ 
ciated it and I should worry what 
Dr. Pontius or Dr. Madden would 
have said. 
On leaving the 
front for the 
rest camp w e drew four days ra­ 
tions of corn willies and hardtack 
(and not bad stuff to take), trav­ 
elled by truck train over a most 
beautiful country, intensely culti­ 
vated small fields laid out with 
geometrical precision. No poor or 
indifferent farming in France that 
I have seen and I have seen many, 
all show the same careful intellig­ 
ent 
attention, 
rows 
absolutely 
straight save when the contour of 
the field or water course makes 
it more convenient to bend them 
in graceful curves. 
Crossed beautiful 
rivers and 
canals, women on the tow-path 
and at the rudder, they do the 
greater part of the farm 
work, 
and you would he surprised to 
see how' little is wasted, every 
head of grain and whisp of hay, 
saved even up close to the front. 
Very few modern farm imple­ 
ments and those are rll American 
make. The scythe and cradle har­ 
vest most of the grain and many 
use 
the old nap-hook. 
Their 
threshing machines are very small 
usually run by tread wheel power 
(one horse). 
I saw one in opera­ 
tion yesterday just across from 
my billet, 
(the farmers all live 
in villages), it was run by one 
old man .one girl,, a boy and a 
woman. 
The straw was tied in 
bundles and stored in the stable. 
Down tho street was a wom an op­ 
erating a thresher all alone, it 
was about 
the size of our old 
wheat fans, and she turned the 
wheel that threshed the grain. 
While on the move, and w e do 
it quite frequently we sleep on 
the ground, three blankets, shoes 
for a pillow (sleep fine to o ). 
A 
fine fellow from Arkansas on my 
right and on my left a splendid 
one from Boston, next to him two 
lieutenants, who are splendid of­ 
ficers. 
They are so nice to me: 
I mess 
with the men, ami here in the 
rest camp I am billeted w ith the 
officers and as the boys say I have 
a real “honest to God bed.” 
A 
room all to myself, in a French 
home with grand old solid ma­ 
hogany Louis XIV furniture, won­ 
derfully carved and richly uphol 
Stared in red silk plush. 
The bed 
is a built in affair in a small 
alcove with the grandest draperies 
of red velvet, festooned at the 
top by heavy 
cords with 
great 
tassels, Bind 
at the sides 
with 
carved chains, and would you be­ 
lieve it, 
mattress, springs 
aud 
soft pillows and fino ilium and a 
pleasant room, yet I db not sleep 
nearly so well as when in m y roll­ 
up and right In the mighty con­ 
flict. 
These “ Frog” beds are too soft 
for the army. 
My work here is 
much different to the front as we 
can iiuve programs and meetings 
of all kinds. 
My canteen is open 
from IO to 112 a. in., 2 to* 4, and 
8-8 P rn. 
The rest of the tim e is 
very pleasantly spent in working 
up programs, and baseball, boxing 
bouts and all kinds of athletics. 
This “F rog” language is fierce 
for me, can speak two words flu­ 
ently viz “ w e” 
and 
“ we 
w e”. 
Manage however 
to 
get 
some 
sense from the 
newspapers 
but 
pronunciation 
is 
so 
different 
from the way it 
looks, 
and 
so 
many of tho letters are silent like 
x in cow, just about as sensible. 
A Khool boy aged 13, lives In 
this home and gave me a French

and with his help I am 
able to get quite a little o it

it, quite interesting to note what
